RIGHTS ON THE RIVER. 


An Important Dec'sion in Regard to Right 
of Way. 


SprRINGFIELD, Lil., October 17.—Judge Allen 
has filed in the United States district court here an 
important decision in litigation pending for two 
years, in which the Mobile and Ohio Railroad com- 
pany, as lersees.o! the St. Louis and Cairo, attempted 
to obtain the tight of way down the Ohioriver, for 
the transfer of passengers and freig!ts, by boats, to 
their lines to the Kentucky side. The contest was 
on the constitutionality of the Illinois act of* 1877, 
whieh contains clauses substantially depriving the 
rallroad company of the power to condemn Jand for 
& right of way to any ferry privilege on a navigable 
river bordesing ou this state. The court finds it un- 
constitutional, first, because its titie 
does not include this deprivation of 
condemnation rivileges ; and second, 
because the same clause acts as conferring special 
privileges upon such river fronis and ex- 
cluding othe.s from them. in short, the court finds 
this portion of the uct to be-in conflict both with 
the constitution of the United States and of the state 
of Illinois, and in conclusion says that other pore 
tions of the act permitting all railroad companies 
termination on navigable rivers on the borders of 
this state, toincrease their business ficilitics, are 
useful and proper, but the proviso restricting the 
use Of this additional franchise to the companies 
already owning land for landing, is void.

Speeches Made By Governor Hilland Others 
? 


The Galleries Crowded. 

Governor Iii] and his party were tendered 
an enthusiastic reception yesterday by the as- 
semb!ed legislators. 

Every seat on the floor of the house was 
filed, and the galleries were crowded. 

The new capitol has already witnessed some 
stirring events, and will doubtless be the scene 
of many more in the future, but none to sur- 
pass in interest the one of yesterday. Cer- 
tainly its walls have never ochoee a _ heartier 
welcome or more genuine applause. 

THE HOUSE MET 
promptly at half-past eleven. 

After prayer by Rev. Mr. Bates, memter of 
the house from Murray county, a recess was 
had until five minutes before twelve. 

Already the seats on the floor, except those 
reserved for the governor's party, were filled. 

The galleries were crowded, and even stand- 
ing room was not to be had. A noticeably 
large number of these visitors were ladies. 

' "HE PARTY RECEIVED. 

A few minuies after twelve the doorkeeper 
of the house announced that the party had ar- 
rived. 

Governor Hill, escorted by Mr. Glenn, of 
W hitfield, was the first to enter. 

He was greeted with cheers, 

Next came Governor Gordon with Captain 
Hart, of Greene. Thencame Chancellor Pier- 
son with Mr. Clements of Gwinnett and the 
other members of Governor Hill’s party with 
the gentlemen of the legislative reception com- 
mittee, Senator Colquitt, Mr. Jobn Inman, 
Mr. Grady, Mr. Julius Brown, Captain E. P. 
Howell and Mr. Fulton Colville. 

They were seated in the reserved chairs im- 
mediately in front of the speaker’s desk. 

Gordon Introduces Hill. 

When the guests of the general assembly 
were seated Governor Gordon introduced 
Governor Hill as. follows:

He spoke as follows: 

Governor Gordon, Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen: 
Words are inadequate to express my appreciation 
of this kind reception. We have heard much in the 
north of the hospitality of the people of the south, 
but the hospilaiity extended to us during our visit 
here has far exceeded anything we have ever 
heard of, 

I need hardiy assure you that Iam pleased to be

A SUIT AGAINST A RAILROAD IN 
GEORGIA. e 


Affidavit of Complainant in Which He Sets 
Forth His Grievances Against the 
Company. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., October I7.—[Special.]—An 
affidavit with humorous features was filed yes- 
terday in the clerk's office of the United States 
circuit court by Messrs. Chariton & McKall, 
attorneys for Charles H. Hamilton and others, 
in their suit against the East Georgia and 
Florida railroad, and other parties, defend- 
aut Mr. Hamilton is the affiant. He 
mentions that the projectors of the enterprise 
were hard up, and looking for some one to 
build the road and they came to him. The 
reason why they came to him he explains 


thus: 

Deponent, from his business position aud con- 
mection in New York, had the opportunities of 
bringing together and effecting arrangements be- 
tween persons having railroads on paper, and no 
means of constructing them, and persons whose 
occupation it was to practically construct and cquip 
railroad lines, and who were in a position to gradu- 
ally receive the compensation for their work in 
bonds and stocks from t.me to time, as said line 
might prozress in its con-trucuon, 

An arrangement of this kind dispensed with 
the want of money on the part of the owners 
and promoters of the proposed railroad. For 
his influence in promoting this enterprise, 
Hamilton got a one-seventh interest, and for 
negotiating heafterwards got thirty per cent 
of the capital stock. 

Continuing, he states that if there was a 
consolidation of two companies of the same 
name and if the stock was watered the fact 
was carefully concealed from him. Not until 
after the sale of the East Georgia to the Sa- 
vannah, Fiorida and Western did he know 
that McCracken & Co. had abandoned their 
contract to build the proposed line. He never 
consented to it, and he was not even notified 
of the meeting if one was held, at which it 
was resolved to sell the road.

BETTERMENTS. 


ARGUMENT OF BOYKIN WRIGHT, 
OF COUNSEL #£0R LESSEES, 


Beforethe Joint Committee—What the 
Lessees Claim and What They Vo Not 
Claim. 


The conference committee will conclude its 
work today. 

President Joseph E. Brown’s statement for 
the lessees was followed yesterday by the ar- 
gument of Mr. Boykin Wright, of the counsel 
for the road. 

Mr. Stahlman, vice-president of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad company, began 
his argument yesterday and will conclude to- 
day. 

Major Cumming’s argument will follow and 
will conclude the case for the lessees. 

The committee will then rise and make its 
report to the legislature, enclosing the argu- 
ments without recommendation. 

Mr. Boykin Wright's speech was as follows: 

One word as to the attitude of the lessees before 
the leg slature and your committee: 

They are here today, genticwen, not as suppliants 
askiug ‘avors at the hands of the general assembly. 

It is pone of your business to grantifavors, They 
expect none—they ask nune. They are here, co- 
equal with you, as one of the parties to a contract, 
fo which you are the other party. A d!fference 
having ari-en between you as to. four respective 
rigitts under that contr.ct the lessees, as one 
Oo fthe interested parties, have sought a 
meeting—a conference—with rou as 
the other interested party, in order to sharmontes 
this ditlerence, if indeed there be any real differ- 
ence, and thus save to both partiesa resort to litigas 
tion, and if that should fail then doas any other 
intelligent, independent, firm man-of business, 
where large inteiests are involved, would do—seek 
gg righ.s in those channels prescribed by the 
aw. 

Isuppose in the history of business no sound 
business man hasever refused such a conference, 
held for such th purpose, or having 
obtained the conference failed to strive earnestly 
to reach an amicable adjustment of the question. 
Surely if either party can afford to ignore this mat- 
ter and nd, pipe put it aside as a trivial thing the 
lessees Would appear to be in a better condition to 
doso. Toeirinterest. as compared with yours, is a 
mere bagatelle. You have millions at stake where 
they have only thousands, If the lessees fail here 
they have other recources, If-the state refuses or 
fails to oe gy this difference before the new lease is 
concluded it loses forever any advantage it might 
gain by asettlement of this question in so far as its 
eflect upon the price of the new lease is concerned, 
So much for the attitude in which the lessees pre- 
sent themselves. 

In the first place let it beclearly understood 
what we do notclaim. Wedo notclaim that we 
have the right to demand pay for tie additions and 
improvements put{ upon the road, such as new de- 
pots, side tracks, bridges, etc., etc. On the con- 
trary we freely concede that whatever improve- 
ments of this character that may remaiz upon the 
roadgand upon its right of way, at the expiration of 
the lease, will belong to the landlord, (the state,) 
alld not the lessee, 

We do Lot claim that we have the right now or 
will ever have the right to go before the 
courts, before you, or before any tribunal 
and demand pay for these betterments. 

Once and forever then, let this vexed question of 
betterments be set at rest. Whatever else you may 
do, tvel free to go back to your people and say to 
them not only that you have not voied for betier- 
ments, but that the lessees did not even ask you to 
do it—did noteven claim that they hada rightto 
demand pay for them, So much for what 
we do not clain. 

What then isthe claim of the lessees respecting 
these bettcrments?. First, so far as the law is con- 
cerned simply the right that is guaranteed by the 
law to cvery tenant—the right at the end of his /ease 
to remov. everything he has put upon the realty 
and paid for with hisown money, and which may 
be removed without injuring the freehold. In other 
words the claim is the right of removaljand not the 
right of pay for betterments, 

Secondly, that underthe termsof the act and 
contract of the lease the lessees are bound to re- 
turn only such a roud and with only such equip- 
ments as they recoived from the state in 1870. And 
that it rests entirely with the state—-indeed we might 
Siy with this legislature, tosay whether the state 
desires this contract to be thus U&terally complied 
with, or whetherthe state is willing to pay somes 
thing tor having the road turned over in a first- 
Class condition, with first-class equipments—a 
condition in which it is admitted on all sides to be 
in at the present time. 

The situation is this: Tho present lease 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad is drawing to 
aaend. The state desires to re-lease the said road, 
It desires to get the highest possible price forit. In 
order to do that, it desires to offer to the world the 
property in the vest possible condition, thoroughly 
and modernly equipped in all of its departments. 
It isin that condition now. But if the legal posi- 
tion taken by the lessees is correct, a poriion of the 
property which makes up that condition belongs to 
the state and a portion to the lessces. 

On the part of the state the business question to 
be considered-is: Is it desirabie to have the outgoing 
tenants take with them all the property they have 
the rightto remove and leave the road shorn of 
those additions and improvements which distin- 
guish its present condition from its condition in 
1870? 

On the side of the lessees the 
business question to be considered is: Is it desirable 
to remove these additions andimprovements, many 
of which have become so attached to the realty 
th at their value will be impaired and in some cases 
perhaps destroyed in toe removal. 

On considering the interest jointly, the busines 
question may be stated in this way: Is it 
desirable—is it forthe mutual good and profit of 
both parties that the road, with its entire equip- 
ments—all neces*ary to constitute a complete whole 
—be kept together, used and operated as such, or 
shail this great machine, now perfect in all its 
parts, be taken to pieces and _ parcelled 
out between the respective owners? 
Or shall these two parties, each owning 
what is largely necessary tothe use and enjoyment 
of the other’s property —shall they meet together as 
sagacious business men ina spirit of fairness and 
frankness and reach asatisfactory settlement where- 
by the integrity of the road will be preserved in all 
i's parts, so that the state, on the cne side, may se- 
cure the very highest rental in case of a 
lease or the largest price in case 
of a salé, and the lessees, on Ihe other side, may 
save the great expense and damage they would in- 
cur in pemnoy sng their eer. 

Certain it is that in this spirit and for this purpose 
the lessees have been knoeking at the doors of the 
state for these my 4 weeks and months, And it had 
been hoped that the appointment of this committee 
evinced a similar desira on =the part 
of the state to reach sucha result. But right at the 
threshold we encounter objectors toany settlement 
or adjustment whatever of this matter. (We shall 
not discuss the surplus rolling stock nor the taxes 
in Teunessee; I shall assume that these claims 
are noteven doubted.) These objectors, as we un- 


tion necessary to restore the road: ifdone by the 
future lessees tne cost would appear in the reduc- 
tion of the rental paid for the road. ° 

But let us to the legal proposition: Which of us is 
rightin the law? Let the books decide between us. 
Let the unbroken line of decisions, from the earliest 
period cf the.English common law down to the 
present time, be the arbiter of our differences. 

I shall not here undertake to quote at length 
from the decisions or furnish in detail copious 
extracts from the authorities on which 
we rely. This has already been elaborately 
done inthe printed argument of Major Cumming 
which you have before you. 

In that you will find industriously collated, in a 
manner convenient for reference, literal extracts 
from most if not all the leading authorities on this 
subject in England and America, with accurate cl- 
tations to the books and reports from which they 
are taken. 

Referring you to this brief as the reposi- 
tory of the law of our case and 
adopting it here as a part of 
this argument I shall content myself principally 
witha statement of what now is universally ac- 
cepted to be the law as derived {rom these authori- 
ties, taking occasion, however, to read from a few 
decisions-—es pecially of our own supreme court and 
the supreme court of the United States, directly on 
the point in question, 

Very far back iu thé early dawn of our jurispru- 
dence there sprang up the legal maxim, ‘‘Quic quid 

lantature solo, solo cedit.””. Whatever is planted 
n or fixed to the soil belongstothe soil. That is, 
if, for instance, the owner of land erecta a house, a 
fence or other structure on itand seils the land, the 
house, the fence or other structure passes with the 
land as a par! of the realty, although nothing is said 


in the deed about the house or other fixtures, on (he | 


principle of this maxim that whatever is planted in 
or fixedto the land belongs to aud goes with 
the land, Now this is true today, true 
undef the laws of Georgin as between grantor and 
grantee. It is also true here today as between heir 
andexecutor. That is, where the testator dies, the 
realty under the law goes directly to the heir and 
the personalty tothe executor, The bouse, the fence 
aud the other fixtures attached to the reaity go to 
the heir as part of thérealty, and not to the exect-. 
tor as part of the personaly on the principle of the 
maxim referred to, At first, thismaxim was sought 
to be applied move broadly still, and sometimes was 
invoked as between Iandlord and tenant, so as to 
require the tenant on leaving his leased premises, 
to turn over tothe landlord everything in the na- 
ture of fixtures that the tenant may have puton 
the realty even though they were erected for the 
tenant’s own use and with the tenant’s own private 
money. 

Very soon the courts saw: that the maxim in 
question was not suiied to the relation of landlord 
and tenant, and particularly with respect to those 
fixtures put up by the temant for the pur- 

ose of carrying on his trade on _ the 

eased premises. It was calculated to discourage 

the tenant from making improvements—to repress 
the development of the gr or and prevent the 
expansion and growth of trade, So, without rip- 
ping up this maxim of the law by its roots, the 
great common sense of the courts in very early 
times restricted the application of the maxim by 
distinctly laying down the rule that as between 
landlord and tenant there was no such rule. but the 
rule was to the contrary, towlt: Whatever was 
planted in the sol or fixed to the realty 
by the the tenant for his own use during 
the tenure, however firmly fixed and however 
extensive in character, did not belong to the soil 
or realty, but remained the property of the tenant, 
and could be removed by him at any time before 
his tenure expired. 

The courts based this rule upon public policy, to 
encourage trade and promote improvements. But 
let us here present a tew quotations from the 
authorities themselves. 

I quote first from Taylor on Landlord and Ten- 
ant—section 545: “It may be stated, in general 
terms, that a tenant may take away whatever he 
ereots for the purpose of carrying on trade, whether 
it be machinery or buildings, even though aflixed 
to the soil or freehold.”’ 

; I also quote the following from Tyler on Fixtures, 
oU-1! 

“Originally it was «general rule that everything 
fixed tothe land immediately asa house or indi- 
rectly as a window or door in the honse, belongs to 
the proprietor of the land. * * * In progress of 
time certain exceptious and modifications were in- 
troduced into the rule which tended greatly to limit 
its operations, and led to the establishment of some 
ve y important principles in favor of tenants, and 
the rigor of the old law relating to fixtures as be- 
tween landlord andtenants became generally re- 
laxed, as a more just method of reasoning suggested 
thata man may have occasion to fix a chattel be- 
longing to himself to the land of another, and yet 
not be willing to make a donation of it to the owner 

f the realty. 

Accordingly it became settled that many things 
might be removed from the demised promises by 
the tenant, which formerly could not be. taken 
away. This was thought to be no injury to the 
jJandlord, for the tenant would leave the premises 
in thesame state in which he found them, while he 
wou:d be benefited by making the annexation, 
Courts adopted the principie thet it was for the 
benefit of the public to encourage tenants to make 
improvements in trade, andto dothat which was 
advantage@us fur the estate during the term with 
the certainty of their being benefited by itat the 
end of the term.’”’ Tyler on Fixtures, 150- 1-3. 

I might go threugh allthe elementary works but 
each generalizes the doctrine; in substantially the 
same language. 

In the case of Penton V. Robert, one of the ear- 
lier English cases, the court say: 

‘The old cases upon the subject leant to consider 
as realty whatever was annexed tothe freehold by 
the occupier; but in modern times the bearing bas 
always been the other way, in favorof the tenant, 
in support ofthe interest of trade, which has be- 
come the pillar of state. What tenant will lay out 
his money in costly improvements of the land, if he 
must leave everything behind him which can 
be annexed to it? Shall it be said that the 
great gardeners and nurserymen in the neignbor- 
hood of this metropoiis (London), who expend 
thousands of pounds in the erection of greenhouses 
and hothouses, etc., etc., are obliged to leave all 
these things upon the premises, when it is notorious 
that they are permitted to remove trees, or such as 
are likely to become such, by the thousand, in the 
necessary course of their trade, If it were other- 
wise, the very object of their holding would be de- 
feated.’’ Penton vs. Robert, 2 East. R,, 88 

Cited Tyler, 184-5. 

Coming down to move modern decisions, from 
the many directly on the same line, I quote from 
the case of King vs. Wilcomb, reported in 7 Bar- 
bone’s reports at page 273: 

‘The ancient rule that whatever was attached to 
the freehoid could not afterwards be removed by 
him, has aT been relaxed in favor of the 
tenant, until now, I understand the general rule to 
be that any who has a temporary interest in land 
aud makes additions to it or improvements there- 
on, for the purpose of the better use or enjoyment 
of it while such sone! | interests continues, 
may at any time before his right of enjoyment ex 
pires, rightfully remove such additions and im- 
provement: 

Tothis extent bas the original rule of the com- 
mon law, quicguid planiatur solo, solo cedit, yieided 
to the changed condition of society. Public policy, 
especially ia this country, reqnires that the tenant 
should be permitted so to use the premises he oecus 
pies as to derive from them the greatest amount of 
profit and comfort consistent with the rights of the 
owner of the freehold. There may be exceptions to 
the general rule I have stated, but I think they will 
be found limited to cases where the removal of the 


- 


| and rendered more liberal, in its application to the 


Jandlord and tenant. It seems now to be well 
established by the cases, that things which the 
tenant has at his own expense affixed to the free- 
hold for purposes of ornament or domestic conven~ 
lence, or for purpose of trade, business or manufac- 
ture may be removed by him before the expiration 
of his term.’’—102 Mass. 201-4. 

But let us see what the supreme court of the 
United Statesays on this subject. In the case of 
Van Ness vs. Packard 2, Peters 137, Justice Story, 
delivering the opinion, declares: 

“The general rule of the common law undoubted- 
ly ig that whatever is once annexed to the freehold 
becomes part ofit, and cannot afterwards be re- 
moved, except by him who is entitled to the inher- 
itance, This rule, however, never was inflexible 
aud without exceptions. It was construed most 
strictly between executor and heir, in favor of the 
lattcr; more liberally between tenant for life, 
and in tail and remain@er in and reversioner in 
favor of the former; and with greatest latitude be- 
tween landlord and tenant, in fayor of the tenant. 
But an exception ofa much broader cast, and whose 
origin may be traced almostas high as the rule 
itself, is of fixtures erected for the purposes of trade, 

“Upon principles of public policy, and to encour- 
age trade and imauufactures, fixtures which were 
erected to carry on trade and manufactures, were, 
from an early period of the law, allowed to be re- 
mored by the tenant duringhisterm. * * * The 
question whether fixtures erected for the purposes 
of trade are or are not removable by the tenant does 
not depend upon the form orsize of the building; 
whether it haga brick foundation or not, or is one 
or two stories high, or has a brick or other chimney. 
The sole question is whether itis designed for the 
pur of trade or not.'’ 2% Peters, 143-5, side page. 

The building allowed to be removed by the above 
decision was “two storics high in front, witha 
cellar of stone or brick, anda shed of one story, 
with a brick chimuey, and resting on a stone or 
brick foundation,’$ used as a residence and place of 
business, 

What has our own supreme courgmo say? In the 
case of Youngblood & Harris vs. banks. 68 Ga., 
630, the fixtures clalmed to be removable were a 
“saw mill, shanties for laborers, shelters, pens for 
stock, etc.” 

Our court, Justice 4} delivering the opinion, 
heid that thetenant hadaright to remove them, 

rovidsd he did sg before the expiration of his 
ease, 

The court says, ‘“‘Fixturesannexed to the freehold 
are prima facie the property of the owner of the soil, 
In aid of the tenant, however, and in favor of the 
trade an excepWon is engrafted upon tbat ruie, en- 
abling him to sever the fixtures made by him, and 
so regain his property in them. If be does not 
ayail hiwself of this right, the fixtures belong to 
~— person to whom the freehold belongs;’’ 68 Ga., 
633. 

The court in this case cites approvingly many of 
the identica! cases above quoted from—ib, 634. 

It would seem that if such permanent structures 
as residences, business houses, ball room, ice 
houses, mill«,cider presses, vats, etc, could under the 
law be removed as from the foregoing decisions, we 
see, has repeatedly been done by the tenant, it 
would follow as a matter of course, that such ephe- 
meral structures as a railroad and its fixtures which 
are consiantiy wearing out and being replaced 
would be heid to be such fixtures as ean be removed 
by the tenant. Fortunately, however, we are not left 
to drawa conclusfoh, however, manifest in itself. 
The courts have repeatedly, in tutidem ye1bis de- 
clared them to be such fixures. 

In Pennsylvania in the case of Hoffner ys, Lewis, 
the supreme court held that eight hundred and 
ninety yards of railroad iron rails laid ona 
track used for hauling cca! out of the mine could be 
taken up and removed by the tenant. 

The court say: “‘A tenunmt may cr-ct fixtures like 
a railroad ina mineand remove them again from 
the land during his term.’’°—73 Penu., 308-310, 

Wagner va. the Cleveland and Toledo Railroad 
Company, 22 Ohio 8t. reporis,563; “Stone piers built 
by a railroad company, as part cf it railroad, on 
lands over which it has acquired the right of way 
for its road, do not, though firmly imbedded in the 
earth, become the property of the owner of the land 
or part of the realty. and on the purpose of com- 
pleting the railroad being abandoned, the compa- 
ny may remove such structures as persoual prop- 
erty.”’ 

In Corwin vs Cowan, ef. al., 12 Ohio State Repurts, 
629, _ same doctrine was applied to the case of a 
caual. 

In this case, the state hadowned the canal, and 
had sold it to the other parties. Mulford owned the 
land through which the canal had the right to go, 
and claimed, onthe abandonment of the canal, 
that the locks, constructed on his land, and built of 
stone, being permanently attached to his land be- 
came his property. He wasoneof the dcfendan's 
inthe action. The court say,on page O34: “It 
must, therefore, be held thatthe abandonment of 
the whole canal determined the ea ement held by 
the state in the premises in controversy, and the 
right to their possession reverted to the owner of 
the freehold, 

‘But it does not follow from this that when, by 
the abandonment of the crnal, the right to the fuil 
possession of the lands in controversy re- 
verted to Muiford, he _ also aa a 
right to all the locks afid materials 
used in constructing the’ canal over his premises, 
These structures were part and parcel-of the canal, 
they were the absolute property of the state, and 
were rightiuily placed where they are. They are 
not, in the nature of annexations to the freeho!d, 
made by the tenant without permission of the land- 
lord. The purposes of justice require that the title 
tothe canal, as such, with its appurtenances, should 
be regarded as distinct from that ofthe freehold.’’ 
Also see 90 N. C. R., 110. 

In the case of Northern Central Railway Company 
v. Canton Company, 30 Md.; 347, the court hold: 

(Headnote—L) ‘Trade fixtures and buildings for 
trade, no matter how strongly attached to soilor 
firmly embcd ied in it, are treated as personal prop- 
erty, and as such subject to removal by the person 
erecting them. 

(Headnote—2.) “The roadbed of a railway, the 
rails f:stened toit and the buildings at the depots 
are real property; but under certain circumstances 
they may be trade fixtures and be treated as per- 
sonai property.”’ 

We do not mean to be wnderstood as 
denying the doctrine + . that the 
roadbed of arailway, the rails fastened to it, and 
the buildings at the depots are real property. Prima 

facie,a house with its foundations planted in the 
soil is real property, yet when it is accessory to trade 
andin law a trade fixture, we find all the autbori- 
ties regard it as personal property. Asa general 
rule itwould be regarded as real property, but under 
the circumstances of this case, coming, as it does, 
within the definition of a trade fixture, it becomes 
personality, liable to the same rules of law that gov- 
ern any other nal property.’ 

Fully abreast with these rulings on this point is 
the supreme court of our own state. 

: In the case of Carr vs. the Georgia railroad, 74 Ga. 
l says: 

“itis insisted that all the buildings and other 
fixtures (depots, tracks and rails, etc.) placed on 
this land by defendant, Georgia Railroad company, 
were and are trade fixtures, and it must be admitted 
that by the decisions in 3 East, 28, 
and 2 Peters, 137 THIS POSITION ‘Is COR- 
RECT. The building known as the depot building 
was erected by the railroad company, not for the 
purpose of improving the inheritance, but to aid 
and assist the company in carrying on its busi- 
ness, and the authorities referred to lay down the 
proposition that the tenant may romove sUCH FIX- 
TURES before the expiration ot his term. These were 
cases of leases for a term of years.” 

It has been suggested that while this doctrine is 
true as to structures erected Ly the tenant where 


to the freehold, and extends much 
greater indulgence to them in _ this 
tespect than it concedes to executors, remain- 
dermen or any othcr class of persons.”' 

In conclusion on this point I will add: You may 
deny the practienbility or the profitableness of the 
removal by the lesseesin this case, but in face of 
the authorities submiited I do not believe the right 
of removai wiil be any Longer doubted by those who 
are in the habit ofgyielding at all to authority— 
whether it is practicable—whether it eould be made 
profitable to remove the additions or to substitute 
for the superior structures of the present the infe- 
rior structures of 1870, is a practical question I will 
not undertake to discuss. I leave this to practical 
railroad contractors and buiiders and other expe- 
rienced railroad experts. 

They assure me that such removals and substitu- 
tions are not only practicable, but that hundred#of 
thousands of dollars can in this way be saved by the 
lessees, 

But it does not seem to me that the question as to 
whether it could be profitably done by the lessees 
is one to be considered by the state. 

Concede to the lessees the ownership of the prop- 
erty and the right to remove it, the state cannot 
consistantly, with its dignity, honor and sovers- 
eignty, be willing to keep and use this property for 
its own gain and ayail itself of the 
necessities of the lessees to refuse to pay them for it. 
This property being absolu:ely necessary to the 
state, 80 much so, tlatin case of removal the state 
would have to replace it with other ofa similar 
kind, to retain and use itand operate it under such 
circumstances without paying for it because for- 
sooth it would be tooexpensive for the real owners 
to seize and take it wonld be not only untenable 
but positively dishonest. The holding under such 
circumstances would be with a hand gloved in vel- 
vet, it is true, but beneath tne soft tuuch of the vel- 
vet would be the iron grip ot avarice, andthe hold- 
ing, not actual, but passive robbery. 

But we would now address ourselves briefly tothe 
secoud class of objectors—the class that concedes 
the property under discussion to belong to the les- 
sees, but says, let the lessees at the end of the lease 
take their pro: erty and go in peace. 

Do those who-propose this svlution, fully realize 
what is involved in this proposition? 

First, it involves, according to the evidence of 
your own witnesses, the removal of $750,000 worth 
of property, represented in the additions and in 
improvements and increased rolling stock, a!l of 
which is absolutely necessary to render the road a 
complete enuity—a perfect machine. 

It involves the trausformation of the pres- 
ent magnificently equipped road into what 
Governor Gordon, in his eyidence before 
the United States congress said was the 
worst run down, most shackly and worn out road 
he had ever seen It involves a loss to 
the state, represented by the = diffi- 
reuce in the market price of the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad equipped as at presentand the Western 
and Atlantic railroad in the condition it was in in 
1s70—a condition such that the commissioners tak- 
ing the inventory in l&7Usaid of the road as to at 
least sixty-three and a haif miles of tbe track: 
“The irou is in the worst possible 
condition for a railroad train to pass 
over, and must be renewed at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Itis worn out, broken at the enda@ 
and from constant cutting is in very short lengths.” 
All the road—bad, worn out nearly;but as to onexhalf 
of it, absolutely in ruivs. 

More than this; it ginvolves the’ recreation—the 
reproduction of this property by the state al a cost 
not simply measured by the $750,000—the present 
estimated value of the improvements—but by the 
large sumin excess of this,which after a pro.racted 
period of neglect will be necessary to restore the 
road to its present oondition.

So long 
as the state hugs to. ils bosom this petted child of 
hers, so loug willshe have to keep it and take care 
of it. So long will she have to furnish and pay for 
the vesiments to clothe its nakednvss. 

It shorn of these now by the present lessees they 
will have to be replaced; and whether replaced 
directly by the state or by the lessees, the money 
for this purpose wiil be surely drawu from the puck- 
ets of the people. True, in case of lease, the peo- 
ple do not pay it directly, but they do indirectly, by 
agreeing to take less for their propery. 

io hoid otherwise, as well might you say that 
the people of the United States are not taxed— 
iniqultously taxed—to pay the billions of money 
tliat yearly pours into the federal treasury from the 
customhouses of the country. True they do not 
take it out of their pockets and directiy turn it over 
to the tax gatherer, but no less surely every time they 
buy their clothes, their hats, their shoes, their tools, 
their sugar, their rice, the peopie are making their 
relentiess contributions to the insatiate coffers of 
the government. And the people are beginning to 
understand if, to feel it, and to resent it. Nor will 
they be slow to realize the burden that will be im- 
posed upon them by an improvident lease of their 
property, nor indifferent to the lack 
of wisdom, the lack of business’ sense, 
the lack of common sense displayed 
by thoso whoin their zeal tosave the outlay of a 
small sum in-the beginning will indirect!y—scat- 
tered through the long term of years in which the 
leuse will run—squander millions of their money by 
a failure now to submit their property ina condi- 
tion to command the highest possible price.

The address of Governor Hill, which we 
printed yesterday, is important enough to 
become a part of the political history of the 
country. 

The address shows that among the north- 
ern statesmen who have had occasion to 
visit us since the war, Governor Hill seems 
to be the one who most thoroughly appreci- 
ates our motives and our position. In his 
remarks to the assembled thousands that 
greeted him at the exposition grounds—an 
audience even more imposing than the occa- 
sion itself—he took advantage of an oppor- 
tunity that rarely presents itself to an Amer- 
iaaenter. e 


In speaking toa southern audience and 
one of the largest that has ever been gath- 
ered together, he spoke to the whole coun- 
try, and drew a picture of the future that fs 
inspiring indeed. 

‘“‘T believe,”’ said he, ‘‘that the south is to 
play a great part in working out the destiny 
of our re-united nation. Inher courage, in 
her hopefulness, in her integrity, in her 
loyalty, in her enthusiasm, in the public 
spirit of her statesmen, in their faithful ad- 
herence to political conviction and in their 
deep sense of duty to public trusts, I behold 
qualities that will preserve intact the the- 
ory of our governmental system, strengthen 
our institutions and redound to the glory 
and prosperity of our country.”’ 

Governor Hil! paid a glorious tribute, too, 
to the solidity of the south and to its pur- 
poses and objects, showing that his knowl- 
edge of public affairs in this country are 
not by any means confined to the state of 
New York. It is the highest form of states- 
manship to know, to perceive and to ob- 
serve. Governor Hili’s speech shows that 
he covers the whole ground.

The Northern Pacific meeting showed that 
the Villard scheme was routed and a vigorous at- 
tack was made on preferred shares of that company 
under the impression that the defeated party In 
stock wouid endeavor to dispose of their holdings 
and an effort was made to give the selling that 
complexion. Offerings were heavy and a decline 
from 75°*% to 7174 was the resuit. The decline in 
Northern Pacific preferred dragged down Oregon 
transportation and the movement afterward spread 
to stocks of the general list and Lackawanna, Man- 
hattan, Union Pacific, Chespeake and Ohio and 
Other specialties became prominent in the down-

KILLED AT THE CROSSING | 


4 MAN MEETS HIS FATE AT M’DAN- 
IEL STREET BRIDGE, 


A Railroad Brakeman is Killed by Being 
Knocked From the Top of a Car—Who 
He Was. 

Another man killed at McDaniel street 
bridge. 

The fourth victim of an accident at that 
point is Robert E. Lee Shcumbrecht, a brake- 
inan on the East Tennessee road. 

He was knocked off and instantly killed 
about daylight yesterday morning. * 

Schumbrecht had only been in the employ of 
the road for a few days, and it is presumed 
had never been cautioned as to the danger of 
McDaniei street bridge. 

There isarope stretched across the track 
near the bridge for the safety of the trainmen, 
and the old one being worn,a new one was 
put up Tuesday. 

But it is supposed that Schumbrecht aia not 
know of the danger, or of the purpese of the 
signal rope, 

The train came thundering alon the 
brakemen raised the rope and passe a or it. 

As he straightened himself his head struck 
the bridge. 

Several trainmen saw the fall, and Conductor 
Eugene Ham and the train crew went back to 
investigate the matter. They found Schlum- 
brecht’s body—a ghastly sight—lying near the 
track of the East Tennessee road, with a 
number of horrible wounds on his person. 

Striking the bridge crushed in the left side 
of his head and bruised and battered his face. 
His body having been knocked ander the 
car, caused his neek to be caught and 
crushed by one of the wheels of the train, and 
the same wheel sovered the muscles and veins 
of his throat and broke several ribs, 

Acting Coroner Landrum was summoned as 
soon as Conductor Ham found that he was 
dead, and the verdict of the jury was that 
the deceased came to his aeath 
through an accident on the 
East Tennessee rond, without making anybody 
blameable or responsible. 

Schlambrecht was evidently a poor laborer, 
and his relatives live in New Orleans. He 
came here about a year ago and was employed 
by the Georgia Pacific road, with which he 
stayed a little over five montis. 

After that he accepted a position as brake- 
man on the East Tennessee road, which he was 
filling at the time of the accident. 

Shumbrecht’s parents, who live in New Or- 
leans, were notified of their son’s sad death. 

Mr. and Mrs. J, J. Lee, who live¢in West 
End, and relatives of the dead man who live 
in the city, have given instructions to the un- 
dertaker to hold the body until this morning, 
when arrangements for the funeral wiil be de- 


termined upon.
